In submitting to you this our annual report for the past year, 
‘we deem it for the interest of the taxpayers of the town to make 
some estimate of the probable expenses of the various departments 
for the coming year, and to recommend for your consideration the 
amount of money necessary to be raised under the different articles. 
While this may be a new departure for the town of Troy, for the 
selectmen to make such recommendations, it is no more than other 
towns do, and also the school board of this town annually make 
recommendations for appropriations which are generally adopted. 
And while we,.do not wish to dictate in the least, we feel that as the 
debt of the town keeps increasing every year, and the taxes are 
becoming burdensome to a great many, it seems to us as though it 
was about time for the town to call a halt on the voting of money 
not absolutely necessary for the expenses of the town. After a 
eareful study of the different articles, we therefore submit for your 
consideration the following sums as necessary to be raised. 

Article 2. $500.00. 

Article 3. The sum required by law. 

Article 4. $200.00. 

Article 5. $1,700.00 

Article 6. The sum required by law. 

Article 7. $100.00. 

Article 8. $100.00. 

The above appropriations, if adopted, added to the various sums 
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which have to be raised but not voted upon, such as the state and 
county tax, the balance of $500.00 voted for pipe and hydrant, and 
supposing the same sum is raised for the support of schools as last 
year, taking the valuation of last year as a basis, which will not vary 
enough to make any perceptable difference in the rate the coming 
year, would easily be covered by a tax rate of fifteen or sixteen dol- 
lars per thousand or from $1.50 to $1.60 per $100. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

REGULATIONS REGARDING COURSE OF STUDY ADOPT- 
ED FOR THE GRADED SCHOOLS. 


ScHoLarsH1p—At the middle and close of each term a state- 
ment showing the progress and deportment of each pupil in the 
grammar and high school departments shall be sent to the parents. 
‘The committee request parents to examine same carefully, sign and 





return. 
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EXAMINATIONS—In all grades above primary, examinations 
shall be held at the middle and close of each term, and in ease of 
absence of a pupil, such pupil must pass the examination before 
‘going on with the class. 

Promorions—At the end of the year, at the close of the sum- 
mer term in June, each pupil whose standing, computed from daily 
recitations and the regular examinations, averages for all studies 70 
per cent shall be promoted to the next higher grade. A pupil 
whose average is less than 70 will seriously endanger his chances of 
promotion. Promotions will be publicly announced at the annual 
graduating exercises. 

Hlonors—The honors of valedictory and salutatory shall be as- 
‘signed upon the basis for scholarship of the last year’s course in the 
high school department. 

RueEToricALsS—Regular exercises in essay errant and in declam- 
ations or recitations shall be held in all grades above primary, and 
such exercises shall be marked same as in other studies. 


REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


T'o the Parents and Citizens of the School District of the Town of 

Troy: 

In the accompanying pages we submit the various reports of the 
school system of Troy for the past year. We present a complete 
financial statement which shows a liberality on the part of the town, 
and at the same time the accounts have been kept well within our ap- 
propriations without pinching our schools in any way. On the con- 
trary, we have enlarged our work by adding to the corps of teachers 
a professional drawing teacher, Miss Chellis. 

You will observe a balance on hand of cash unexpended of 
$502, which is some $55 more than last year. You will further 
notice, however, we have paid out only about $89 for music this year 
as we were without any music teacher for a greater part of the fall 
term before securing Miss Maynard. ‘The expense for a full year 
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would be over $100. We have also paid Miss Chellis only a portion 
of the salary due her. ‘Taking this into account, our cash balance 
is about the same as last year or a little less. We shall recommend 
appropriating the same amount for another year as last. 

You will observe the very favorable allowance the state has given 
us this last year, and the state justly reminds us this gratuity shall 
not be used to lessen the amounts contributed by the town. 

In the line of the state’s recommendation, we have increased the 
weeks of school in certain departments, and in the outside schools 
particularly, have employed higher priced teachers than was for- 
merly our custom, giving them thereby as good chances in the way 
of teachers and instructions as the village possesses. We also have 
made a distinct advance in the village in employing a drawing teach- 
er. The pupils from the youngest up have received this move with 
hearty enthusiasm and are cooperating with great earnestness and 
show great aptitude. We believe the citizens will support this move 
as it is in line with the idea of the state authorities and we can well 
afford it with the assistance so far given us by the state. The salary 
paid Miss Chellis is $100 a year for one lesson a week. 

In the department of music, we regard ourselves as particularly 
fortunate in securing Miss Maynard. She is a teacher of wide ex- 
perience and has a faculty of getting results out of her pupils. 
The improvement for the brief time, since her beginning the work, 
is very marked. Two and three part work has been constantly 
undertaken with most excellent success. 

We call your attention to: Miss Maynard’s report as well as to 
that of Miss Chellis. 

The schools have been taught largely by the same teachers as 
have made them a success in the past. In the village schools there 
has been but one change and that a notable one. Miss King re- 
signed her position at the close of the school year. This teacher, 
who has been with us for nearly five years, has earned the confidence 
of the parents and the town by a remarkably successful management. 
She had the love of the pupils and gained a reputation that will not 
be forgotten. The successful teacher who remains a sufficient time 

in her position stamps her personality upon the pupils and upon the 
place, and place and pupils are the better for that influence as has 
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been demonstrated in past years in certain notable instances. Miss 
Fannie A. Merrill was engaged for the Intermediate school in place 
of Miss King. We believe we have in Miss Merrill a worthy suc- 
cessor to Miss King. She has gained an excellent control of her 
pupils and is developing as a successful teacher. 

We graduated in June last a class of four young ladies. This 
year of 1904 will probably graduate only three. The situation “is 
one that calls for serious consideration. Your committee has on 
every opportunity importuned and urged the parents of this com- 
munity to keep their children in school. We cannot say any more 
at this time than has repeatedly been,said. The pearl of great price 
offered literally without money is refused by the large majority, and 
an education which would be of priceless value to the possessor is 
thoughtlessly thrown away. 

In the outside schools we have made two changes, Miss Grant 
taking the Merrifield school and Miss Gardner the West Hill. Both 
schools have been well taught and have shown good work. . 

The village building has received a thorough overhauling both 
inside and out. All wood work outside has been painted and the 
interior wood work has been varnished, and all walls and ceilings 
tinted, and radiators touched up, the result being a complete renew- 
ing of our beautiful building. The building has been well heated 
and cared for through the severe weather of the winter by our jan- 
itor, Mr. Sileox. As intimated in the foregoing report, your com- 
mittee recommend for the coming year raising the same amount as 
last in addition to that required by law; viz., $1,200, and for books 
and supplies $300. It will not be necessary to raise any special 
amount for repairs, the school buildings being now in good shape. 

We would add a word in regard to the supervisory district. 
Our schools have continued under the general management of 
Henry B. Stearns. The board gladly recognize the good work he 
has done for us. In procuring teachers and adjusting our course 
of study his counsels have been particularly valuable. The dis- 
trict has undergone a change the past year due to the action of 
Marlboro in withdrawing from it. In place of Marlboro, Win- 
chester joined us and the district has been continued by her co- 
operation. Under the new district formed with Winchester in 
August, 1903, we pay Mr. Stearns $1,200 a year, the apportion- 
ment being as follows: 
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Winchester, $500 
Troy, 260 
Fitzwilliam, 260 
Dublin, 180

The present arrangement of towns is not a very satisfactory one. 
The old arrangement with Marlboro in the district was the more 
natural and the best working district. It is to be hoped that Marl- 
boro or some contiguous town will join this district another year. 
We are grateful, however, that Winchester joined us this year and 
so saved the district. What another year may bring forth is un- 
certain. Winchester is actively debating the subject. Marlboro, in 
the possession of her valuable citizen, Rev. 8. H. McCollester, 
doesn’t care much for the rest of us.- Your committee is not a little 
anxious over the prospect. We believe in the supervisor idea. It 
gives us improved schools at a very small cost. The state has gen- 
erously aided us and the large gratuity of $456 received this year is 
jJargely due to the position this town has taken in this supervisory 
matter. The state directly tells us the condition of this allowance 
is dependent on our employing professional supervision as well as 
to keep up our school appropriation. We rely on the continued sup- 
port of our school district, on our women as well as our men, to 
maintain this supervisory district.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF SCHOOLS, 


For THE YEAR 1903-1904. 


To the School Board of Troy: 





tentlemen 


{ have the honor to submit my report as supervisor 
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of schools. For statistical information in regard to number of 
pupils, ete., I respectfully refer you to the table following this 
report. 

THE VILLAGE SCHOOL. 


‘This year as well as last there have been sixty children in the 
secondary department. That this is too many for one teacher goes 
without saying. The last two terms a plan has been tried which, 
although not ideal, has greatly relieved the situation. The num- 
ber of children in the primary department has been less than last 
year and its teacher has been able to take three recitations daily 
from the secondary department. 

Drawing today has a regular place in the course of study of 
every progressive school. Teachers without special training in this 
subject find great difficulty in presenting it. A special teacher is 
necessary. What is worth doing is worth doing well. This year 
we have been fortunate enough to place the work in drawing and 
also in music under the same expert instructors who have charge 
of these subjects in the schools of Winchendon, Massachusetts. 
For more definite information as to what is being done in these 
branches you are respectfully referred to the special reports follow- 
ing mine. 


SCHOOLS OUTSIDE THE VILLAGE. 


Owing to the poor attendance last winter no attempt was made 
this year to have a winter term at the West Hill and Merrifield 
schools. Both commenced September eighth. The West Hill kept 
fifteen weeks and the Merrifield sixteen. At Hast Hill there was a 
short winter term. 

Attendance is generally good in the spring. After the long 
winter vacation the children are glad enough to.go to school, even 
if the roads are muddy. By beginning the first Monday in April, 
a term of thirteen weeks could be held. Commencing again on 
the first Monday in September, sixteen weeks’ work could be ac- 
complished before Christmas. This would give twenty-nine weeks 
during the most favorable weather. 

This winter’s rigor has been unprecedented. ‘Too much stress — 
should not be placed on the poor attendance at Kast Hill under 
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these conditions. Such a winter affects the attendance in all 
schools, city as well as country. Ordinarily a short winter term 
at Hast Hill would probably be practicable and advantageous. 

I would recommend that, for these three schools, the spring 
term consist of thirteen weeks, the fall term of sixteen weeks, and 
that, after a week’s vacation,—if it seems advisable in the case 
of any school,— there be a winter term of four weeks. ‘The ad- 
visability of having this short term would depend on two things: 
first, its appreciation by the parents, shown by their cooperation 
in securing a good attendance, second, the severity of the winter. 
If there was a demand for it the teacher might begin the winter 
term with the understanding that she should close it if at any 
time the attendance for three consecutive days fell below a specified 
number. 

Three children from the Merrifield district have attended the 
Village school this winter while theirs was closed. Such interest in 

education and such efforts to obtain it are praiseworthy.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


For three months it has been my pleasure to meet the teachers 
and pupils of the schools in Troy once a week, and help them in 
the study of music. With the kind cooperation of the teachers, 
and the interest manifested by the pupils, we feel that the work is 
moving forward with zest. 

The system used is called “The Normal Music Course.” It has 
been suggested that we give an outline of the grading, used in this 
method. The first year children study only four keys, with little 
songs. The early part of the year, given as rote songs, in order that 
a good example may be furnished by the teacher. Later the songs 
are carefully selected, and placed upon the blackboard, and the 
study of them corresponds with the work upon the exercises. ‘The 
first series of charts is used, the teacher regulating the time. The 
children are taught to make notes and rests and to write a few. 
simple scales. 
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The pupils in the second and third grades use the First Reader. . 
Here a special study is made of “time” which is developed from 
the blackboard, the children marking it with the tip of the finger. 
Dictation work and interval practice introduce each day’s lesson, 
and some written work is required. The songs being always taken 
as a study. 

In the fourth and fifth grades the voices are classified, and two 
parts carried. The music here is limited in range, so that the high 
part is none too high for low voices, or the low part too low for 
high voices, but the combination of the two parts is used to develop 
the ear for harmony, and to gain independence. Particular stress 
is laid here of sight-reading. 

_ The sixth and seventh grades advance into a higher reader. 
The voices are again classified and three parts carried. The special 
feature here, is the study of chromatics, minors, and the written 
work. . 

The eighth and ninth grades use three text books for the vocal 
work. ‘The study of chromatics and minors is continued, and all 
problems are worked out in note-books, which are preserved for 
future reference. 

During the past year considerable time has been spent by the 
supervisor in studying different text-books, and the latest methods 
of presenting the subject of music to pupils. The devices and 
methods used are many, all pointing in the same direction, viz: 
how to get the best results in the shortest possible time; and how 
to keep the pupils interested by relieving the monotony of the 
drill, and making the subject so attractive that the children will 
searcely realize that they are really working hard, for however 
talented a person may be, the rules and principles have to be mas- 
tered, and the technic of music never comes without labor. For 
the furthering of this end, individual work, not necessarily sing- 
ing, but recitation is being used quite extensively in some of the 
large towns. It is carried on as in other recitations. In this way 
the weak ones can be helped and the class better balanced, also the 
rank of a pupil can be given with more accuracy. This in no way 
interferes with the study of harmony or of the aesthetic side of 
“music, which is carried along side by side with the individual work. 
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We want to give the children a good, practical musical educa- 
tion, and of a refining nature, which will not only be a pleasure 
to them in after life, but have a good influence over them, and 
enrich their lives in the years to come.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING. 


It has given me pleasure to introduce the study of drawing in 
the schools of Troy. The entire cooperation of the teachers and 
the enthusiasm of the pupils could but make the work enjoyable. 

The past ten years has seen great advancement in the methods 
of teaching drawing in the public schools. It might be well to 
give a brief outline of the subject as taken up. ‘There is a system- 
atic course running through all the grades, under these three main 
heads. , 

Construction, or form study. This embraces the study of the 
elements of structure and beauty, and the making of constructive 
drawings from the simple type forms to advanced free-hand and 
instrumental structure drawings of the higher grades. 

Representation, or the study of the appearance of objects, the 
elements of perspective and the making of pictorial drawings from 
models, objects, nature and the human figure; also simple landscape 
composition and the study of standard pictures and artists. 

Decoration. This includes the study of ornament, color and 
the making of simple designs that may be applied to common ob- 
jects. ‘ 

Under each of these heads, correlated with all other branches 
of study, there is vast opportunity for valuable work. The study 
of the architecture and ornaments of Egypt, Greece and Rome ap- 
peal to every student of geography or history. . Drawing should be 
used in connection with other studies when it is possible, both as 
an ornament and for explanatory diagrams. Art study has a broad 
field and one that is destined to still greater breadth. The study 
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of art should benefit the pupil in whatever handicraft he may en- 
gage. The manual training that has been introduced in so many 
of our schools has had a tendency to give constructive drawing and 
applied design a more prominent place than formerly. 

We have used as mediums, black pencils, colored pencils, 
colored papers, brush and ink, and water colors. 

I would thank you and the school board for generous support.
